It will probably be twoor three hours De- 
forethe massof debris can all be cleared 
away and the exact extent of thecalamity ts 
known, Near the front wall the 
building remains a great mass of 
wreckage which has not yet been explored, 
and its position is such astoleave no doubt 
that many bodies will yet be found beneath it.

WAS A DEATH TRAP. ~ i 

’ The bailding stood on Tenth, between E / 
andF streets, not far from Pennsylvania 
avenue. It had been condemned years ago, 
some claim as many as fifteen ortwenty, and 
had been repaired, propped up and reno- 
vated from year to year. The Government 
clerks employed in the building were 
all at work when the building fell. 
An excavation for an electric plant was being 
made in the cellar, and the workmen this 
morning had dug beneath the foundation 
supports in front of the building, weakening 
themto suchan extent that the walls gave 
way before they conld be jacked, but 
strangely the top floor gave way first. 

Men who were in the building say the crash 
came without warning. Those on the top 
floor were suddenly precipitated to the floor 
below. The weight of falling timber and 
furniture carried the second and first floors 
with it. Fortunately only the forward half 
of the floors gave way, The outer ends of 
the floors and the rear part of the structure 
remained intact. The walis did not fall. 

SCENES AT THE WRECK. 

Tne news that the building bad fallen 
spread with lightning like rapidity and soon 
Tenth street and adjacent thoroughfares 
were crowded with people. ‘Within an hour 
the news was known all over Washington 
and hundreds of anxious relatives and 
riends swarmed to the vicinity of the 
old theater. Women appealed a ixiously 
to every bystander for information about 
some particular person. While men came 
with texars in their eyes and imploringly be- 
sougt )/the policemen to let them through 
the lines that they might obtain some knowl- 
edge of their friends and relatives. A gen- 
eral fire alarm was turned in a few minutes 
after the crash, and then all 
the ambulances in the city were 
summoned. As quickly as possible the 
police and firemen formed a reserve brigade 
and ready hands assisted them to take out 
the killed and wounded. In less than an 
hour about twenty-five people had been 
taken outand every few minutes thereafter 
some still form would be borne on a stretcher 
from the building. 

THE WORK OF RESCUE. 

Police and army ambulances, cabs, car- 
riages and vehicles of every description were 
pressed into service for carrying away the 
dead and injured. All the hospitalsin the 
city were utilized in caring for the injured 
and scores of physicians volunteered their 
services for this work. The Commissioners

There are twenty-two injured persons at 
the Emergency Hospital, but the whole 
number of wounded cannot now be accu- 
rately determined. Some of the maimed 
and bruised are at drag stores and 
private residences. Itis thought there are 
at least fifty bodies in the ruins. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., June 9,—At 9:50 this 
morning Ford’s Theater building, in which 
President Lincoln was. assassinated, fell 
to the ground witha crash. The building 
was situated on Tenth street and was occu- 
pied by 475 Government clerks of the Pension 
Division of the War Department. They were 


Every floor in the three stories fell, leaving 
the walls standing, and those who failed to 
escape by jumping from the windows were 
carriea down with the debris of broken 
timbers in a confused mass to the ground. 

The roar of the falling floors was heard 
many blocks away. Fire bells rang, and ina 
few minutes the Fire and Police Depart- 
ments had every Available man on the 
scene atthe work of rescuing the living and 
taking out the bodies of the dead. 

Every hospital in the city was called into, 
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of the District of Columbia took possession 
of the building and vicinity in person and 
helped the rescuers. 

Col. Corbin, Assistant Adjutant General of 
the Army, was sent by Maj.-Gen. Schofieid 
to represent the Var Department and to de- 
cide if it were necessary to call out troops. 
Owing to excellent police regulations the 
rescuers were not hindered in their 
work by the anxious Crowds and it was not 
long before the debris had been cleared 
away to such an’extent that the work 
of rescue was carried on without hindrance. 
Both the military and naval authorities took 
prompt action. Gen. Schofield, as stated, 
ordered two troops of cavairy from Fort 
Meyer just across the river and twocom- 
panies of infantry from the arsenal 
to the scene of the disaster, 
and Secretary Herbert ordered out all 
the naval medical officers stationed 
here and also opened the Nava] Hospital to 
receive the injured. Every hospital in the 
city was callea into requisition, and ambu- 
lances, carriages and other vehicles followed 
with the wounded and were quickly tra- 
versing the city in every direction. 

Those who were early on the scene found 
the body of a colored man in the alley in the 
rear of the building where John Wilkes Booth 
had his horse tethered the night he killed 
Lincoln, This was George M. Arnold, & well- 
known colored clerk. He had been seen 
at a third-story window. He was warned 
not to jump, but despite the protestations 
from the people he climbed out and lowering 
himsel ffrom the sill, let go. He fell upona 
covering at alower door and slid off into the 
cobble-stoned alley, striking on his head, 
instantly killing him. His head was mashed 
toa jelly, and thecobble stones for.a dis- 
tance Of several yards were bespattered with 


blood, 
BUT ONE AWFUL CRASH. 


None of those whd escaped injary could 
tell when the floors first gave way. To the 
occupants of each floor there was but one 
crash heard andinstantly the whole build- 
ing was filled with blinding lime dust. -Run- 
ning directly through all of the stories and in 
the middle of the building was & light 
wall ten feet or more long and nearly as 
wide. The. fatal area was in front of this, 
leaving a space of six or seven feet in width 
undisturbed on either side. The entire 
back part of the building con- 
taining more than half of the floor 
space remained intact. There were many 
very narrow escapes from death. A number 
of clerks whose desks rested directly upon

WORKED WITH A WILL. 

~ Within a very few moments a hundrd or 
more men stripped for hot work, jumped nto 
the building and began throwing out the 
wreckage in front and under the floors wiich 
remained standing in the rear. 

At first many difficulties were encounterd. 
Carrying out the bodies of those who vere 
hurt over the ruins of the fallen floors yas 
exceedingly dimicult. The wreckage lay in 
huge piles and fortwo men to climb up md 
down the ragged mounds with a bdy 


was an exceedingly difficult task. The arny

The ead and injured soon began to arrfe 
at the hospitals faster than te 
corps of surgeons could atte:d 
to their injuries... Oarried in mm 
stretchers, they: were dumped at the mat 
convenient places. Those who were mat 
seriously injured were attended to while tle 
others, groaning and crying from the pan 
of broken limbs, lay beseeching the docto's 
to dress their wounds. 

Shortly after the arrival of the first unfo-. 
tumates a crowd began to  assembe 
in and out of the hospital, mary 
of them being the wives, daughters and rele 
tives of the dead and injured. Their weer 
ing and frantic cries for informatioi 
were heartrending. This greatly interfere| 
with the work of the physicians and Dr 
Kerr, whoisin charge of the hospital, de 
termined to put them out. 

WITH LIMBS BROKEN AND MANGLED. 

Load after load of those injured and blins 
from the debris, and with limb; 
broken and mangled were dumped ai 
the door. They had to remain outside 
for some time asthe force and facilities of 
the hospital were nnequal to the emergency. 
As quickly as the doctors who 
were shortly reinforced by the 
young men graduates of the city, 
could do so they examined and dressed the 
wounds ann they were then sentup stairs to 
more bomfortable quarters. It was with great 


relatives of the injured out of the building 
while outside their agonizing cries could be | 
distinctly heard by the poor unfortunates 
who lay helpless. 

Priests and ministers were soon on the spot 
and being at once admitted repaired tothe 
cots of the injured where they admin- 
istered spiritual consolation. Three men 
reached the hospitalina dying condition, so 
badly injured that they were taken from the 
dressing room and sent to the Morgue, —T 
they shortly expired. 

Charles S. Miller and J. Brad Jones were 
among them, while the other was a 
young man of handsome appearance and 
about 25 years of age. The first two were 
horribly mutilated, but the last one did not 
show even an abrasion. 

His vitals had been crushed, At the other 
hospitals and in the drug stores adjacent 
to the accident similar ecenes were 
beingenacted. Inthe meantimethe work of 
rescue was going bravely on at the ruins. 

A COLORED BOY’S BRAVE ACT. 

One of the bravest and most daring inct- 
dents connected with the calamity Was per- 
formed by a colored boy 18 or 20 years old 
named Basil Lockwood. As soon as the 
floors collapsed andthe dust cleared away, 
realizing the danger of those at the rear 
windows who were wildly climbing out, call. 
ing for aid, he climbed up a large telegraph 
po'ie as high as the third story and 
lashed:a ladder to the pole, putting the other 
endinthe window. By this means ten or fif- 
teen were assisted down the ladder in safety. 
There were seventy-five clerks in the 
Bureau. A portion of them were employed 
inannex and in the printing office, These 
escaped. 

The question of responsibility for the 
accident is, of course, already earnest- 
ly discussed. Assistant cretary Grant 
was one ofthe first officials to visit the scene 
of the disaster, and immediately gave orders 
by telephone and mounted messengers to 
the officers ofthe department to render all 
possible aid. 

Gen, Grant said toa reporter, shaking un- 
der pressure of great emotion: 

‘‘Iamappalied at the magnitude of the 
disaster, It is impossible for me to say any- 
thingas tothe cause of the accident forl 
know nothing of the condition ofthe build- 
ing.’*

COMPLETING THE LIST. 


The Dead Number Twenty-four and the 
Injured Will Exceed Fifty. 

WASHINGTON, D.0O., June 9, 4:40 p. m.— 
From all sources the number of dead reported 
at this hour ts twenty-four, of which sixteen 
areatthe Morgue, fonr at the Emergency 
Hospital and four not located. Four 
other persons are reported dead, 
but their bodies are not at the 
morgue or hospital§. The names of forty- 
nine injured have been secured, but thege 
are not nearly correct, as many of the clerks 
were sent directly totheir homes, The cor- 
rect number will doubtless exceed fifty. 

Jeremiah Daily of Pennsylvania died on 
the operating tableof the Emergency Hos- 
pital while the surgeons were dressing hi 
wounds. 

Atthe War Departmenta force of clerks 
are engaged in a hurried attempt to account 
for the men who were working in the bulld- 
‘ing. Reports are being made every 
|minute by. clerks .gent to the scene of 
‘the acciaent. The telephone is in 
constant use by anxious friends and the cor- 
ridors are filled with clerks, who under the 
intense excitement can do no work.

Messenger Bransford Compelled to Open 
the Safe in the Express Car. . 

A PACKAGE 8UPPOSED TO CONTAIN $10,- 
000 SECURED BY THE RUBBERS. 


The Hold-Up Attended by Some Exciting 
Incidents—Trainmen Fired On but 


None Injured—How the Robbers Made | 


Their Escape—Statements of the Mes- 
senger, Engineer and Fireman. : 


The series of train robberies perpetrated 
during the past few weeks on lines running 
outof St Louis received a most important 
addition last night at 9:35 o’clock when ex- 
press train No, 60f the Mobile & Ohio was 
held up near Forest Lawn, beyond East St. 
Louls, by a gang of men who showed that 
they not only wanted money but would fight 
for it. The robbers got about $10,000 in 
cash ana many valmable packages. This 
time, it'ls said, there were six bandits, and, 
as the information comes from a number of 
sources, there seems no probability of a 
dwindling of numbers as in the case of the 
Sam Wilson robbery on the Missouri Pacific. 

HOW THEY BOARDED THE TRAIN,

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STATEMENTS OF TRAIN MEN. 
Messenger, Engineer and Brakeman Tell 
How the Robbery Was Done. 


Atthe East 8t. Louis Police Station this 
morningMessenger Bransford, EngineerLewis 
and Brakeman Uoleman dictated statements 
of their experiences during the robbery. The 
statement of the press messenger, A. L. 
Bransford, was as ws: ‘

at his head ordered him to hold up his hands. 
Coleman instantly vbeyed. At the same mo- 
mentthree men gotonthe engine and by a 
similar proceedi ng made Engineer Lewis and 
the freman get down. These three train- 
men were then marched to near 
the entrance of the @xpress car and made to 
stand with uplitted hands while a single 
robber held two guns on them. He said: 

‘*You men keep quiet now, or I’ll blow your 
heads off.’’ Fireman Lewis remarked: ‘‘You 
needn’t be afraid, nobody here is going to 
move.’’ Brakeman Coleman said to the rob- 
bor: ‘*Can’t I set this lantern down, partner? 
I’m awful tired of holding ot ** but the rob- 
ber sternly answered: ‘‘N you hold it 
where it is or I’ll put cnt light out.’’ 
While this was going on three of the men 
went forward and st a front of the en-

It took but a moment to do this, and before 
the astonished express messenger realized 
what was happening the door burst open and 
the twe men were inéhe car. Messenger Bran- 
ford attempted resistance, but was silenced 
by a blow with the hatchet in the bands of 
the robber who chopped the hole in the door. 

The bandits lost no timein ransacking the 
car. Bransford was only partially stunned by 
the blow he received and his assailants re- 
vived him and forced him to open the safe. 
Its contents they placedin a sack, together 
with what other valuables they secured. 

A volley of shots was heard, ap-

There was every chance 
for them to escape, asthe place isa lionel 
one, with swamp and underbrush on eac 
side of the track for a distance of twoor 
three miles, There is no telegraph station 
at Forest Lawn, renderingthe summoning 
of aid in that way an impossibility.

THE ‘TEMPLE OF JUSTICE. 
The old court-house in which the famous 
case is being tried* looks much Iike 


an old colonial mansion, with its 
porticos and plazzas, and its 
magnificent lawn with two fine beds of 
tulips set in its center, oneonelther side of 
the walk. Numerous trees dot the level 
Stretch of grass, and the whole is kept in 
such good condition that he 
stranger in New Bedford would 
never, unless especially directed, 
pick out the estabilshment as the legal cen- 
ter of this portion of the country, and the 
piace where Lizzie Borden is to learn her 
fate in a few weeks.

It jooks 
down over the clerk’s seat and the bar 
inclosure and up toward the spectators’

AN EXCELLENT SUGGESTION. 


Health Commissioner Homan has given 
additional proof of his energy and ability 
in his new office by suggesting an ‘®excel- 
lent plan to increase the efficiency of the 
dispensary department. He recommends 
the establishment of two additional dis- 
pensaries with ambulance equipinent and 
the employment of a medical staff whose 
duty it shall be to accompany the ambu- 
lances and render medical services imme- 
diately and en route to the dispensary or 
the hospital. 

The dispensary service, as Dr. Homan 
says, is established to relieve the deserving 
sick poor by free medical attendance, and 
the ambulance equipment to convey the 
needy to the proper institutions. But this 
object is largely defeated through the in- 
adequacy of the means and methods em- 
ployed. With only one dispensary and no 
physician to send out with the ambulances 
the delays before medical . attention is se- 
cured and the. long rough journey to the 
Dispensary frequently result fatally. 
Many poor victims of disease and accident, 
whose lives would be saved by prompt 
medical care and a quick trip to the 
proper institution die on the journey. The 
free medical attendance at the dwellings of 
the poor, where removal would cause un- 
due hardship or danger is another ne- 


glected feature of this public charity which /{ 


should be provided for. 

The Health Commissioner’s suggestions 
are in the line of humanity and common 
sense. His plan of dispensary improve- 
ment commends itself to the approval and 
prompt favorable action by the board. It 
is especially desirable that the. benefits of 
the plan be secured during the hot season, 
when dispensary services are most needed. 

THE OBIO NOMINATION. 

The old saying that ‘‘whom the gods 
would destroy they first make mad’’ re- 
ceives another confirmation in the renomi- 
nation of Gov. McKinley by the Ohio Re- 
publicans and the adoption of this un- 
eqtifvotal approval of the” bounty tariff

6. Wo favor the policy of full and ade- 
quate protection to American labor and in- 
dustries, The best exemplification of the 
principle of protection and reciprocity that 
has found expressionin the statutes is the 
McKinley act. We cordially declare our ad- 
hesion tothe doctrines of that great meas- 
ure, and favor such amendments thereto for 
protection as time and experience may show 
to be advisable. 

The blind folly of this proceeding is so 


superb that there can be no question of 
Gov. McKinley’s sincérity. “Although 
signs of dissatisfaction with the McKinley 
law multiply with time he yet adheres toa 
programme which has twice brought de- 
feat upon his party and isnow a plain invi- 
A \man so devoted 
toaan idea which has been so widely con-, 
demned, which has been denounced so 
vigorously by members of his own party, 
commands admiration for his honesty and 
contempt for his political discretion. 

Although Ohio is not counted as a doubt- 
ful State it ought not té be. difficult for the 
Democrats to beat the Governor, and if 
they nominate the right man, and manage 
their canvass with skill and discretion they 
will probably do so. Last November the 
Harrison plurality was only 1,072, ina 
total vote of 850,000. Mr. . Harrison 
represented McKinleyism only less tom- 
pletely than does its inyéntor himself. He 
was just able to hold the Btate and it is

AL i LOSS. 

Edwin Booth’s burial to-day is rendered 
peculiarly saddening to the students of the 
drama by the reflection that with the put- 
ting away of his mortal remains nothing 
but a memory will be left of the great 
actor’s work. 

This foremost actor of our times has 
apparently carried the secret of his 
superb art to the grave with him. If 
there is any record of his thought and 
labor it has been so sacredly guarded that 
the public has no inkling of its existence. 
Circuigstances point, however, to an ab- 
solate dearth of any written exposition of 


his views. The singular aversion which | 


kept bim from expression of his thought 
or discussion of his art in speech, inter- 
view, newspaper or magazine article has 
probably prevented full expression in 
correspondence or conversation. 

An amusing story illustrative of the pe- 
culiar ayd sometimes slyly humorous 
methods that Mr. Booth adopted to avoid 
discussion is told of a young English actor, 
who declared in a party of friends that the 
famous actor to his certain knowledge had 
no intelligent appreciation of the meaning 
of the lines he spoke so beautifully or the 
characters he so vividly depicted. When 
pressed for a reason of this opinion, 
he said that he had asked Mr. Booth 
after a brilliant performance of ‘‘Hamlet’’ 
why he had read a certain line in a certain 
way and he only replied: ‘‘Oh, dad did 
it that way.’’ This disciple of Punch is 
probably still wondering why his ‘‘rea- 
son’’ was greeted with a burst of laughter 
instead of an expression of solemn con- 
viction, 

That the clear insight of genius and 
store of practical and scholarly knowledge 
which enabled the tragedian to entrance 
and enlighten the public by magnifi- 
cent delineation of the characters and 
the exquisite reading of the lines 
of the great dramas could have vastly en- 
riched dramatic literature goes without 
saying. That the world should be deprived 
of these treasures is an irreparable loss. 
The only hope seems to be that some Bos- 
well has been taking notes or friends haye 
cherished fragments dropped in close 
social intercourse or intimate correspond- 
ence which will now see the light since 
death has removed the bar of prigacy which 
the living actor sought.

He never min- 
gied in general sociaty at all, at any 
period of his life; and daring his last years 
was a stranger even at the Players’ Club, 


tained by solemn promises to assume ali } where he lived and died,and which owes its 


its responsibilities and burdens herself, 
now returns to mock and defeat her desire 
for Sunday opening.

He was easily the 
finest American interpreter of some of 
Shakspeare’s finest characters, and he was, 
in my opinion, the incomparable Hamlet of 
our age and of all the ages. When he 
first producéd it atthe Winter Garden The- 
ater, New York, thirty-odd years ago, 
Glalian C... Verplanck, then a  dra- 
matic critic of the very highest re- 
pute, said to a friend who repeated 
his wordstome: ‘‘Ihave seen all the great 
actors at home and abroad, from Talma un- 
der the first Napoleon down tothose of our 
own time, andIsay unhesitatingly that Ed- 
win Booth’s Hamlet is the greatest piece of 
acting I have ever seen.’’

THE HISTORIC BUILDING. 


It Was in Ford’s Theater That Wilkes 
Booth Shot resident Lincoln. 


‘ Wasumeton, D. 6., June 9,—No stranger 
ever came to Washington and failed to look 
atthe historic building which collapsed with 
such tragic consequences to-day. It was 
within its walls that John Wilkes Booth on 
the night of Friday, April 14, 1865, shot and 
killed President Abraham Lincoin. It Is a 
curious coincidence, too that this buliding 
with such a recerd should collapse and leave 
sucha trailof bleod om the very day that 
Wilkes Booth'g brother, Edwin is buried. 
The story of the assassination Is familiar the 


world oVer and need not be retold in detail 
here, Jut the waraet of the old theater since 
that tragic night ts less familiar, 

John E, Buckinhaus, who was an attache 
of Fora’s btogae er before ahd at the time of 
the assassinal ion, in writing about the event 
recently said 

‘*I was tending the doorat Ford's Theater 
the night that Lincoln was shot, The Im- 
pression it-made upon my mind is still so 
vivid that Ldon’tlike to taik about it, but 
for all that there was nothing of the horrible 
scene often described. The soldiers, who 
were almost immediately upon the spot did 
not charge upon the crowd with fixed Byo- 
Nets, aS is sometimes erroneously stated. 
There was very great difficulty in 
making the people leave the 
house, Hardly two minutes after 
the shot was fired the. audience seemed to 
flow over into the orchestra and upon the 
stage. This state of things lasted for some 
time until, at the request of Mr. Harsy Ford, 
1 went out to the sidewalk and spoke to Mr. 

allach, for many years Mazer of the cit 

e came In, and, going as as he could 
down one of the aisles, addressed the crowd 
and asked them to leave. He was well known, 
and the people obeyed with tolerable prom pt- 
ness,and that is the way the crowd was real- 
ly dispersed. When they were finally gone I 
locked the door and quitted the bullding. 

‘*A provost guard was put in charge,and the 
soldiers made sad havoc with the appearance 
of the o ester. We had, for instance, a pretty 
littie iting parlor for ladies; here the guard 
cooked and ate their rations, "until floor end 
furniture were covered with grease. The 
damaged the boxes, too, a great deal, an 
alcogether left the place ina sorry condition.
